We obſerv'd that the 
Boat made dirgQly for the Landing-Place oppoſite to 
our Houſe : Upon the Suppoſition therefore, that this 
Perſonage could be no other than Capt. Ranken, we made 
all the Hafte we could to ſalute him. My ConjeQure 
was right, and he received me in a very complaiſfant 
Manner. As to Thompſon, he hardly vouchſafed him a 
Look — So prejudiced are Mankind by exterior Shews! 
As ſoon as we had enter'd the Houſe, the Captain en- 
quired if I had any particular Commands; on which I 
drew forth my Pocket-Book, and preſented him Mr.

Tus two firſt mention'd need no Deſcription; I -ſhalF* 
therefore only tell you, that thoſe Fruits are there in 
ſuch extream Plenty, that they abſolutely feed- their 
Hogs with them. Fox-Grapes grow wild in the Woods: 
They are, in Size, conſiderably bigger than the Exgli/b 
Garden-Grape ; the Skins of them are prodigioully- 
tough, but the Pulp very 1 The Chinqua-Pin 
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is a Nut about as big as our Hazel, but grows enclos'd 
in 2 Caſe as the Cheſnut; which, when the Fruit be- 
comes ſufficiently tipe, divides as doth the other, and 
it's Burden falls to the Earth. Ground-Nuts grow about 
an Inch under the Surface: The Appearance they make 
above, before they come to Maturity, is ſomewhat like 
the Engliſh Potatoe, but run no higher than Strawber- 
ries. * When they are ripe, the Leaves and Stalks, wi- 
thering away, turn of a yellowiſh Hew; and then, 
without any Inſtrument more than your Hand, you drag 
them up, and at their Roots hang the Nuts in Cluſters. 
The Planters fer but little Store by them, on Account, 
I' ſuppoſe,” of their exceſſive Plenty. They are allow 'd 
nutritious and pleaſant, whether eaten raw or roaſted.

Ho- 
money is a Sort of Haity-Pudding, made of Indian 
Wheet, ground and thrown, Huſks and all, into a large 
Copper of Water; where, the Huſks ſwimming on the 
Surface, are ſximmed off, and that ſerves inſtead of win- 
cnowing. When it is boiled enough, the Negroes are all 
called together, and each of them receives about two 
Quarts for the four and twenty Hours, and that doth not 
ſtand the Planter in an Exgliſb Penny.

Gentleman whoſe Plantation lay about eight Miles from 
us, by Water; and other Liberties, that a. different Be- 
haviour bad kept me a Stranger to 
ALTHOUGH L have ſomewhere declared againſt dwell- 
ing on the deſcriptive Part of a Country that hath been 
ſo well delineated, by thoſe who have made it their Bu- 
ſinefs,: and have been furniſhed with Time and Oppor- 
tunities ſufficient for the Work; yet, for a conciſe Ac- 
count of ſome few Particulars that chanced to fall within 
my limited Notice, I hope I may ftand excuſed, At 
the: Fime of the Rice (which grows very much like Oats) 
being in the Ear, there are ſuch numerous Flocks af 
Doves hovering round it, that it is as much as two or 
three [Negroes can do (if the Plantation be any Way 
large) to divert them from ſettling upon, and devouring . 
it. This they effect by Hallowing, or ſome other Noiles, 
diſagteeable to them; not caring ta throw away Powder 
and Shot, their Quantities being ſa very great, that it 
would be of no Conſequence. I have myſelf killed eigh- 
teen at one Fire; but thoſe who are more expert will 
bring you down three or four Dozen. Theſe Doves are 
very pretty, and of the ſame Kind that go under the 
Denomination of Turtle-Doves, and are ſold in Covent- 
Garden, and moſt of the Bird-Shops in London, therefore 
need nothing farther to be ſaid of them. tes 
Tax Blackbirds (which likewiſe fly there in large 
Flocks) are very hurtful to the Rice. Theſe are beauti- 
ful Birds, have ſeveral red Feathers in each Wing, as 
likewiſe in the Tail; which, with red Legs and yellay | 
Beak, make a pleaſant Variety. They are, in Sie, 
much about the ſame with the Eugliſb Blackbird, or, ra- 
ther leſs. 3-4 | „ 
 Reps18ps, or Virginia Nightingales, are about the 
Size of a Bunting-Lark. The Cock is of a moſt lively 
Scarlet, with a Tuft on his Head of the ſame Colour. 
They are marked above and under the Beak with a few _ 
black Feathers, as our Cock-Sparrows, of the 2 
„ 3 
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Rind; and are as common in Carolina, as thoſe Birds in 
England. The Hen is of 4 dingier Red than the Cock 
and wants the Blackneſs of the Head and Throat. This 


Bird is now pretty commonly known through Europe, 


eſpecially in Sea port TOwW ns. 

 ParTxIDGES are to be found among the Plantations, 
as I have heard, but I cannot fay that I ever ſaw any, 
There are Abundance of other fmall Rice-Conſumers, 
that I cannot now remember either the Names or Colours 
of: Of the larger Sort, the Wild-Tarkeys do prodigious 
W inſomuch that the Planter is frequently obliged 
to cauſe Negroes to watch all Night, in order to keep 
them off the Ground. Sometimes theſe Interlopers pay 
with their Lives thew Depredations: But that ſeldom 
8 for they are exceeding ſhy, and much lighter on 
the Wing than their Appearance ſeems to promiſe; I 
having once partock of one that weighed, when ready to 
£0 on the Spit, upwardsof eight and twenty Pounds. 
Wirr-Drxx are extreamly miſchievous, and 


Deſtroyers, but are rarely to be ſeen by the Planters; 1 


myſelf have, in a Morning, found our Plantation per- 
fectly covered with their Dung, but never ſaw a Dees 
during the Time I was in the Country, though I fat up 
the beſt Part of fever or eight Nights for that Purpoſe. 
The native Indians deſtroy great Quantities of them in- 
deed ; but then we muſt conſider, that being bred to the 
Chace from Children; thoſe: People are particularly ac- 
quainted with their Haunts : Not only that, but habitu- 
ating themſelves early to fuch Hardſhips, Difficulties, and 
Penuries as Europeans are unaccuſtomed to, it is not to 
be wonder'd at that they fo far excel us in the Article of 
Hunting; and the Skins of thoſe Animals being one of 
the- molt principal Branches of their Traffick with us, 
that Conſideration prompts their more eager Purſuit, 
They could not otherwiſe be provided with ſuch Quan- 
tities of Rum, their favourite Liquor, of which they con- 
ſume a vaſt deal, and the pernicious Qualities of which 
t00 frequently excites them to woful Extravagancies. 
WorLvts, I have been told, were once very plenty, 
but now ſeldom ſeen in Carolina, at leaſt in thoſe Parts

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Be xs are common in the Woods. I met with two, at 
different Times, as I was in Queſt of Game; but, taking 


no Notice of them, they took none of me, each Part 
purſuing his ſeparate Views unmoleſted. "Theſe An- 
mals are but ſmall in that Part of the World, little ex- 
ceeding the Height and Size of a tolerable BulEDog, 
and very inoffenſive, unleſs much provoked, A Judg- 
ment may be formed of their Tempers, by the Simplicity 
of their Food; for one having been opened by our Over - 
ſeer, his Paunch had 2 — it except Purple- Berries, 
that grow on a Shrub in the Woods, about the Height of 
our Currant- Trees, and the Fruit is in Size, Colour, and 
Taſte not very different from theirs, of the black Sort. 
Fux are many different Species of Snakes to be

That a Gentle- 
man's Servant, with a led Horſe, had juſt come over the 
Ferry, on his Way to fetch his Maſter from Charles- 


Town, and that he had bargain'd with him for a Guinea 


to let me ride thither, but that I muſt go immediately. 


T was. not a little-pleaſed at this Intelligence, and there- 


fore jumping up, put on my Shoes in a Trice, which 
was all the dreſſing I had at that Time occafion for. 


Being introduced to my Guide, we became as well ac- 


quainted, in the drinking of Five Shillingſworth of Punch, 
as if we had known one another from Adam. I then 
borrowed a Ten- pound Bill of my Landlord ; to which 
having added my Reckoning, with the Guinea for 


Horſe-hire, I gave him à Draught on Captain Ranken 
for the Money; which I had an undoubted oye to do, 


as he had, at that Time, ſo much Property of 'mine in 
his Hands. . 


Tuis neceſſary Buſineſs diſpatch'd, we ſet forward, 


mounted on a Couple of the beſt Nays I had ſeen fince 
T had been in the Province. By the Bye, bad were the 


beſt too ; but, had ic arm ten Times worſe, as they 
were the Inſtruments of my eſcaping from a miferable 
Bondage, I ſhould have look'd with a blind Eye on all

(L7E trotted on, at a pretty round Rate (the Roads 


being much better at that Time of the Year, as 


mer) 
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mer) for about ten Miles, and then our Progreſſion. 
was ſtopt by a pretty broad Lake, we were oblig'd to 
ferry. There we breakfaſted, on the uſual Food found 
at ſuch Houſes, v72. barrel'd Pork, 'broiPd-; which Me- 
thod of Dreſſing did not in the leaſt ſoften the Harſhnets 
of it, but ſome Slices of boil'd Rice did cool, in fome 
Meaſure, the Heat it occaſioned. At this Place we 
were happy enough to procure ſome Milk; with which, 
and the additional Helps of Rum, Water, and Sugar, 
we made a very pleaſant Exgliſʒß Beverage. . 
_ -DuninG this Repaſt my Guide aſk'd me ſeveral 
Queſtions, which I refolved as 1 judged moſt ſubſervient 
to my own Intereſt; for his Head happened to be one 
of that Sort, which required no great Skill to penetrate, 
or Difficulty to impoſe on. He was ready for every 
Dofe, before I prepared it. I found he was a Norfolk 
Lad, who had been inveigled by a Creolian-in London, 
with whom he had lived as a Footman, to indent him- 
ſelf to him for a Term of Years; and who, after he 
had got him ſafe o that Side the Water, had uſed him 
very ſcurvily, as is too generally the Caſe. | 
I found him to be thoroughly diſſatisfied with his Si- 
tuation, and that a Word or two of Encouragement 
would have ſerved to make him diſpoſe of his Cattle, 
and ſhew his Indentures à fair Pair of Heels; or, at 
leaſt, venture a Puſh for it, for the real effecting of ſuch 
Project is not ſo eaſy as may be imagined. In the firſt 
Place, no Captain of a Veſſel (on very ſevere Penalties) 
dare to take any Perſon on Board, without making the 
ſtricteſt Enquiry into their Aﬀairs; and every one (not 
under Age) eicher Man or Woman, who deſign to quit 
the Province, are, by the Laws of it, obliged to affix 
their Names, Places of Abode, and Occupations, againſt 
the Pillars of the Publick-Exchange, and other the 
moft frequented Places, belonging to whatever Port 
they intend to embark from: And fuch Advertiſements 
are required to be ſtuck up a full Calendar Month, be- 
fore the Party leaves the Province, to the End that they 
may receive and pay their reſpective Debts, and fatisty 
all Demands concerning them. The fame Methods, 
or ſomething like them, are obſerved through moſt, if 
not all, of the American Colonies; which renders tt

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next to an Impaoſſivility for an indentured- Seryant to 
make an Elopement, be his Condition ever ſo irkſome

Bur to return to my Story — When ve had ſatiſ- 
_ fied ourſelves and our Hoſt, we paſſed the Ferry; and, 
about One o' Clock, turned from the Main-Road, to 
Call at a Gentleman's Plantation, with whom my Com- 
ion had Buſineſs; and there we dined with the white 
3 of the ſaid Gentleman, who were all Scotch, 
as he himſelf was. His Name was H Pher/on, one of 
thoſe unfortunate Gentlemen concerned in the Troubles 
of the Year 1715, who, with many others on the {ame 
Account, had tranſported themſelves voluntary Exiles 
do that Part of the World. Wa | 
Wärst we were eating, this Gentleman very fre- 
quently paſſed and repaſſed through the Room where we 
were; and I obſerved ſeveral Limes, that his Eyes 
were intently fixed on me, which occaſioned me no 
{mall Confuſion, though I was certain that I was an en- 
tire Stranger to him. I was extremely glad, however, 
to get once more on Horſeback; and, as ſoon as we 
had procecded ſome Diſtance from his Houſe, I found, 
by diſcourſing with my Guide on that Point, that my 
Fears had been far from groundleſs, ſince he had been 
queſtioned who I was, in what Situation of Lite, and 
how came to. accompany him, ſo oddly. equipt for 
ſuch a Journey. To all which Particulars, honeſt Peter 
gave ſuch Reſponſes, as I had taken Care to furniſh him 
withal; and which, I thank Heaven, proved ſatiſ- 
factory enough to prevent M*Pher/on from what he at 
| firſt propoſed, wiz. the ſtopping me for a run- away Ser- 
vant, as he had told Peter he ſuſpected me to be: A 
Courteſy that Planters picque themlelves much on ſhew- 
ing to each other, and which greatly contributes to the 
Difficulty Servants meet with, in ſlipping their Col- 
lars. TE Gti , | 
Tuts Rub over, we paſt on with great Chearful- 
neſs, riding by many noble Plantations tathe Right and 
Left, until we arrived at another Ferry, diſtant fronr 
Mr. M*Pherſon's about four Miles; the which being 
narrow we croſſed directly, and continued our Journey 
for Eighteen farther, without drawing Bit, and then 
Vor. I EE C "WE 
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we came to a broader Ferry than we had hitherto 
eroſſed, and there we lay, being then at the Diſtance 
of fifty-three Miles from Port-Reyal ; extreme good 
travelling for me, that had never been much uſed 
- We Had here for Supper a Couple of tolerable Wild- 
Ducks, on which, as they were Novelties, I fed moſt 
eagerly. The worſt of the Aﬀair was, that we could 
have no Bread, only boil'd Rice and Potatoes, in lieu 
of it; however, we made very good ſhift. 

I FoxGoT to mention that my Guide had, in the 
Courſe of the Day's Travel, left the Main-Road three 
or four Times, where it looked rather better than ig 
other Places we had paſſed, and took a Sweep through 
narrow Paths into the Depth of the Woods, which 
grow exceſſively thick on each Side of the Highway; 
and that Courſe he would continue for near a Mile to- 
gether ſometimes, and then all on a ſudden ſtrike again 
into the broader Way. On my Enquiry into the 
Reaſon of thoſe extraordinary Windings; he told me, 
That the Places he had ſhunned, and which to my 
Eye had appeared ſo fair and level, were moſt dangerous 
Swamps or Bogs, over the which had we attempted 
to ride, we ſhould, in all Probability, both Horſes and 
Men, have inevitably periſhed ; that, at the beſt of 
Times, they were ſo rotten, they would not bear a 
Sheep to croſs them; and that Numbers of Animals 
were continually ſmother'd in them. . 

I nap herein a freſh Inſtance of the great Goodneſs 
of Providence, that had not permitted my undertaking 
the Journey alone ; wherein I had been expoſed to this 
(before unknown, unheard of, and therefore to me) 
nnavoidable Danger. Ef ED 
I round myſelf pretty much tired, and fo, as ſoon 
as we had finiſhed a ſecond Ten Shilling Bowl, I pro- 

poſed the going to Reſt, for which Peter ſeemed full as 
defirous as wylel Our Lodging was but ordinary, be- 


ing obliged to lie together on much ſuch a Bed as that I 
had been accuſtom'd to at the Plantation; nevertheleſs 
my Sleep was as tranquil as it might have been on the 
beſt Down in Europe, for I never waked until honeſt 
Peter (who had been up two Hours before, on — 
WE. - reſſe 
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dreſſed and fed his Horſes) came, and hallow'd in my. 
Ear, that it was Six o' Clock, and high Time to ſet for- 
ward, if we intended to lie at Charles-Town. | 
Tur Sound, next to London, infpired my Heart, 
and I whipped out of Bed with the Agility of a Poſture- 
Maſter. My Dreſs was ſoon put on, and neither having 
any Stomach to eat ſo early, we took each of us a Dram 
of Rum, diſcharged our Bill, croſſed the Ferry, and 
jogg'd on. . ö | 
_ we drew nearer and nearer to the Capital of the 
Province, the Roads grew wider, the Plantations neater 
and more numerous, and the Houſes more beautiful and 
magnificent. We ſtopt not until we dined, which was 
likewiſe at a Ferry, the laſt we had then to paſs, and 
about thirty miles from that where we had lain the 
Night before. The Perſon who kept it was an old 
Acquaintance of Peter's, and treated us with much 
Kindneſs. ; 75 . : 
ArTER we had ſufficiently refreſhed ourſelves and 
our Horſes, we ſet off again; and, ſtopping only once 
by the Way, arrived fafe in Charks-7 2wn about Nine 
o'Clock. I told Peter where he might find me the next 
Morning, and infiſted upon his breakfaſting with me; 
which . promiſed that he would, if his Maſter could 
ſpare him. I would fain have ſhared the little Stock I 
had remaining with him, in Token of my Regard for 
his Civility, but could not prevail on him to accept a 
Farthing. | „ | 
Arn we parted, I enquired of the firſt Perſon I met 
for the Houſe of my old Landlord Schemerborn, becauſe 
we had now entered at a Part of the Town to which 1 
was an entire Stranger. When I came thither, the firſt 
of the Family I ſet my Eye on was Mrs. Schemerhorn, 
whom I very well knew ; but the Uncouthneſs of my 
Habit prevented her from recollecting me. I called for 
a Crown Bowl of Punch, and fat me down on a Bench 
at the farther and moſt obſcure Part of the Room, that 
I might the better divert myſelf with carrying on the 
Deceit a while. I aſked her concerning her Huſband's 
Health? To which the replied, That 5 was very well 
when he left Charls-Town, but at that Time was gone

now determin'd to engage in ſome real Character inLife. 
I, Ar bis Requeſt, entertain'd him, during the Courſe 
of the Evening, with that Part of my Hiftory he was till 
then a Stranger to, and which he profeſs's gave him 
much Pleaſure in the Reeapitulation. He made me pro- 
miſe to Breakfaſt with him the next Day, which I did ; 
and he at that Time propos'd to me, That if I was incli- 
nable to ſee ſtil] more of the World than I had yet w_ 
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he would make ſuch Intereſt for me with his Brothef., 


who was one of the Directors of the Royal ¶Hican Com- 
pany, that he was very certain would procure me a Set- 
_ tlement, productive both of Honour and Profit. 


I THaxx'D+him for his intended Favour, and told 
him nothing in theWorld could fall out more correſpond- 
ent with my natural Diſpoſition, which was ever prone 
to rambling: And aſter about a Week's longer Stay at 
E, I fat out with Captain Richards in a Poſt-Chaiſe 
for Londen ; where that Gentleman (finding that I did 


not chuſe to go near my Relations, until I had a juſt 


Right to ſettle all Accounts with them) generouſly lent 
me Fifty Pounds on my Note, payable three Months af- 


ter Date. | : 
I THEN went and diſcharged the Obllgations I was 
under to my honeſt old Landlord in Eaftcheap, whom I 
ſtill found hearty and well, and in the ſame Shop: I 
next viſited Forma/ and his Wife, and did the ſame by 
them. I was almoſt every Day with my Friend and ori- 
ginal Maſter Dapper; who much approved my Reſolu- 
tion of quitting a Buſineſs, himſelf (although in a much x 
more capital Light of it than I had been) found full of ä 
Cares and Perplexities. - e 
Wulst I was regaling away thus with my old Friends 


and Acquaintance, Captain Richards was not idle in wy 


Behalf. He had ſettled all Things on my Account with 
his Brother, in a Manner that he imagined would prove 
agreeable to me; and when no Article remained, but the 
Ceremony of my being preſented to the honourable 
Board of Directors, he let me know as much: And with- 
al appointed me to meet him at his Brother's Houſe in 
Crutched-Friars, who was ſo good as to introduce me 
himſelf to the other Gentlemen, for their Approbation; 
which he before told me he was certain of, only this was 
a neceſſary Form that muſt be complied with. | 
I was accordingly entered in the Royal Company's
